SOME AMENDMENTS TO THE 
GAME ACT. 


The Game Act amendments in 
addition to the lengthening of 
the season for chicken and the 
shortening of the duck season by 
one week at the commencement 
puts a restriction on the number 
of Hungarian partridge that may 
be killed, by limiting the daily 
bag to twenty-five. The sale or 
exchange of birds mentioned in 
oo sub-section is also prohibit- 
ed.” 

The act is “to be amended to 
cover the development of the fur- 
raising industry. Power is given 
to the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council to make regulations _ re- 
garding the buying, selling or ex- 
porting of big game, game birds, 
and fur-bearing animals reared 
on game-Or fur farms. Owners of 
fur farms are to be protected 
from intrusion, and a clause is 
being added to the Game Act 
which states that “any person 
found within an enslosure of any 
kind contrary to any warning 
notice, surrounding a game or fur 
farm shall be guilty of an of-

Additional powers are given to 
game guardians, and it will be 
provided that if a game guardian 
has sufficient ground to believe 
that there is’ any game killed 
contrary to the provisions of the:

hicle, boat, tent, or may, on pb- 
taining a search warrant, search 
any building where he believes 
any game in connection with!

PILING UP THE DEBT. 


The premier of Alberta an- 
nounces another bond issue of 
$3,600,000, and this in the face 
of the compdrative failure of his 
recent issuc of $5,000,000. He 
proposes ,to bring thé total bond- 
ed indebtedness of Alberta up to 
$23,000,000, which will be an in- 
crease of between $15,000,000 


and $20,000,000 since he took 
office, 
The public has had a taste this 


year of being hard up. Is it not 
time that it took cognizance of 
the wild and reckless manner in 
which its finances are being ad- 
ministered by the present gov- 
ernment? All these debts should 
be protected, interest on them 
must be paid, sinking funds es- 
tablished, but no provision is be- 
ing made. The government 4s 
spending money as fast ‘as it can 
either raise or borrow it, and 
even faster. Already fmanciers 
look askance at Alberta securit- 
The day will come, unless 
the people decide to protect them 
selves, when Sifton methods will 
have to be paid for by the gener- 
al public. It is a serious situa- 
tion and one to which the people 
of Alberta have not given suffci- 
ent thought in the past.
